by telegraph, telephone and mail

this manner the foree.i8l3 reach about 
80 000 addresses daily, the greater part 


ing deliveied early in the day, and 


none lafpr si a rule, than 6 p m of the 
dav of issue." 


It is not generally known that the 


government is not wholly dei ndent 
upon its official labors for the forecast 
of the weather 
It seems there are 


scdtteied over the country "several 
thousand voluntary observers, many of 
whom have maintained local records for 
a litetime," and by their co operation 
tbe Weather Bureau endeavors to collect 
special local data aad thus perfect the 
records that are needed for the study 
of the relation between climate and 
agricultuie, forestry and other Indus 
tries." The bureau regularly publishes 
rei arts affecting the vanoua brancbas 
of agriculture and industry with which 
It is officially connected. An important 
and valuable seivice rendered by the 
bureau is the display of signals announc- 
ing the advent of storms and hurricanes, 
intended to benefit tbe marine trade 
Conceiniiig these the same report says 


"Storm warnings are displayed at 


over 250 points along tbe Atlantic, 
Pacific and Gulf coasts, and theaboies 
of the Gieat Lakes, including eiery port 
and harbor of any considerable impor- 
tance, and so nearly perfect has this 
service become that scarcely a storm of 
maiked danger to maritime interests 
hps occurred for years for which ample 
warnings have not been issued from 
twelve to twenty four hours in advance 
Tbe reports from the West Indies are 
especially valuable in this connection, 
as they enable the bureau to forec?"t

THE GETTYSBURG MEMORIAL. 


As announced in our news column 


the Governor has cut down what 
popularly known as the "Garvin Ge 
tysbunr Monument Bill" from $250 00 
to $150,000. The act appropriating th 
former amount was printed in full in ou 
issue of July 2nd. 


In doing this the Governor says: 
"This bill is approved in the sum 


$130,000. I withhold my approval from 
th« item appropriating "$50,oOO for th 
two fiscal years beginning June 1,1901. 


"I withhold mv approval from the item 


appropriating $50,000 for the two fisca 
years besinning June 1,190S. 


"I have made the reductions abov 


mentioned because of insufficient stat 
.revenue." 


It will thus be seen that no money to 


tbe Memorial is available or can be use 
until the two fiscal years beginning Jun 
1,3905.

monument iu honor of Jennie Wade.

country, haa awaided the contract to Mrs. 
Annie M. Aliller, ol our town; thia in- 
sures a satisfactory and artistic piece of 
work. 


The monument will stand at the head

THE 
ELECTRIC 
R. R. AND LIGHT CASES 


DECIDED. 


Among the decisions banded down last 


Wednesday by the Supreme Court were 
the two equity cases concerning the Get- 
tysburg Electric Railway and the Gettys- 
burg Electric Light, Heat and Power Co. 
The decisions were rendered by Justice J. 
Hay Brown and our Court was reversed 
in both. 


The case of Ihe Keystone Electric Light 


Heat aud Power Company was prosecuted 
in the Adams County Court by Messrs. 
Livers and Ertter, who claimed to be the 
purchasers at a Sheriff's sale made May 
1st, 1897, of the property and franchises 
of the old Electric Light Heat and Power 
Company and who re-organized under the 
name of Ihe Kejstone Company. Their 
bill against the People's Company and the 
Gettysburg Transit Company was for the 
personal property necessary to the exer- 
cise of the franchisee, such as the lighting 
machinery, the arc lamp?, poles and wires 
for lighting, converters, etc. The Court 
below decreed the delivery to the Key- 
stone Company, of this lighting machinery 
aud property, and it is this decree that 
the Supreme Court has reversed and has 
also dismissed the bill, the title of the 
Keystone Company not being su&tained. 


The second case was a bill brought 


against the Keystone Company to fore- 
close the original mortgage given by the 
Light Company, the 17th of October 1893, 
to secure the provisions of the lease to the

to $2,500. The barn, which was one of 
the largest in Adama county, was built 
during the present tummer and wae not 
yet fully completed.

but grain, hay, farming implements, etc., 
wyro all consumed.

Until within recent years the hog 


supply was marketed in late fall and 
early winter. 
There was no effort, 


either on part of packer or producer, to 
change from the old and fixed ways. Of 
later yeais the demands of the market 
have induced producers to supply hogs 
the year around, the price beini; in each 
and every case case governed by the 
supply. The farmer is therefore at 
liberty to grow his stock when his in- 
dividual resources can be best utilized 
and the more readily turned into cash, 
with the minimum risk of disease, which 
is one of the prime factors in hog pro- 
duction. There is no point of discussion 
that ought not be based on good, sound 
leason. In this article I will give my 
reasons for advocating September far- 
rowing. First, there is the least chance 
of disease, as the crop can be marketed 
before the hottest season of the year, 
therefore avoid risk of developing hog 
cholera in our herds or on our farm. 
From long observation four-SCths of all 
epidemic hog plagues are developed 
during July and August. Of course 
when once developed it may continue 
through many months and even years. 
If our farms are clear of disease the 
September pig will hardly ever introduce 
it. The second point is, when corn is 
new and soft pigs will do better on it 
than they will on ground feed the next 
spring. As I am writing from my 
own obseivation, that is, we grow hogs 
on whole corn and pasture, this is no 
small item, as young pigs will not do 
well on old corn. 
The third point, at 


the stage of growth that the pig attains 
through fall and winter a small amount 
of food is consumed to keep it growing 
and healthy. As to keeping up animal 
heat, one large hog will require more 
feed than many small ones. Those little 
fellows are active and can and will 
utilize all waste from cow stables and 
feed lota. 
The fourth point, those 


September pigs when spring comes are 
ready to utilize nature's foods—grass, 
loots and many things necessary to their 
best development, and by time plenty of 
grass is on hand they are ready to utilize 
it to their full capacity coupled with 
reasonable amount of corn they will 
surprise the owner by their rapid growth. 
The writer is now feeding and grazing 
September pigs that will tip the scale at 
275 pounds, and 
that without any 


particular care other than a good dry 
place to sleep in winter and summer. 
Of course they bad plenty to eat, but not 
all the grain they could eat at any time. 
I do not now feed more than half what 
they could eat,—a feed basketful to ten 
hogs twice a day, blue grass and white 
clover does the rest, with salt, and plenty

farrowing, but J cauuot help it. J give 
my reasons, cause and results. Space 
will not permit me to explain why I do 
not rever.-e my methods ; but I will give 
some anyway. All animated nature is 
at its best during the growing months 
therefore we want our stock to be so as 
to take the full advantage of it—viz., 
the hog wants to be in that stage of 
growth that he can utilize to the fullest 
extent by consumption and assimilation 
of the food necessary to growth and flesh. 
The April pig may do well, may grow 
and look nice and so on but he cannot 
grow faster than his capacity to consume 
will warrant. He can consume but little 
and therefore grows but little in com- 
parison to the older hog. A pig four 
months old may weigh eighty pounds by 
the utmost care and use ot best food and 
methods. 
While the remainder of his 


growth is under diflicuUieb ot the season 
mid bedt we can do we must produce 
with grain or

enthusiastic neighbor once told at a 
tanners' institute that the corn he fed 
during May, June and July produced 
thirty pounds of hog to the bushel where 
the best he could do during the tall and 
winter months was ten pounds to the 
bushel.

SUMMER HEALTH RILES. 


Foar Draughls, But No! Sun ; Shun Ice 


Water and Don't Worry. 


In any valuaUe advice about the treat- 


ment of one's self in summer the don'Is" 
must- largely prevail. During the bofc 
months the gospel of abstinence should 
be most strenuously and continuously 
taught aud accepted, or illness is the 
result. 


First, don't entit-ply shut out the sun- 


light because it makes the room some- 
what warmer or fades the carpet. Life 
is more than a little extra discomfort or 
the brightness of carpets ; aud when you 
shut out the sun you shut out the great 
vitalizer and germ destroyer. You need 
not, of course, have the sun streaming in 
all day, or even a considerable part of 
the day, but let it come in freely for an 
hour or two in tbe morning. 


Use as little gas as possble for lighting 


purposes. It is estimated that one gas 
jet consumes as mneh exygen as six 
people and adds to the heat. A lamp 
makes far less heat, but much more than 
an electric light, which uses none of the 
room's oxygen. Luckily, the hours of 
summer daylight are so long that one 
usually has all the time he needs to work 
or read before the darkness comes and 
requires little artiDci.il light. 


Don't neglect your sleeping room. 


This is a most important don't. Be sure 
that during the hour when the sunlight 
is being admitted the bed-clothes have 
been removed aud are suiead out so that 
they, as well as the bed, will become 
thoroughly aiied. 
Do not sleep m a 


draught. 


But, although you should not sleep in 


a draught, the air should circulate freely 
through the room. Many people close 
their windows at night, because they are 
"afraid of the night air." Night air can 
not, in the absence of the sun, be as 
vitalizing as day air, but it is a thousand 
times less dangerous than the air which, 
in a closed room, becomes heavy arid 
poisonous from the exhalations from 
both body and lungs. 


Don't drink too rntich ice water. 
This 


is a dangerous practice. Ice water allaj s 
tbiist 
for a few minutes, without 


quenching it. For this reason one who 
is addicted to ice water usually drinks 
enough to cause a full and bloated feel- 
ing and to stop digestion by unduly 
cooliug the stomach. Lemonade made 
from clear, cool—not ice cold—water is 
the most refreshing aud satisfying diiuk 
for summer. 


Let your heartiest meal be at night, or 


whenever your work lor the day is over. 
Fiuit, toast, soft boiled eggs and oat- 
meal make a good breakfast. 
Where 


the intermission between houis of labor 
is short, no heavy [cod should be taken 
into the stomach. Hundreds of people

TEACH COLTS TO WALK FAST. 


Ttiere is no puce so valuable or so 


loticli appreciated ,uul so practically use. 
ful 111 a horse aa » fast, fair, square walk, 
and there ia uolliiug that will csuse an 
animal to 'je dnveu liarcier aud kept ao 
continuously oil the other p.ices as a 
deficiency in this respect. Months ot 
time and hours of patient, intelligible 
effort are expended to ruako the horae a 
last trotter, a tiii-h actor, a perfectly 
Baited saddle horse ; but so far as the 
walk goes he is generally put upon the 
market as nature made him, and rolls 
along at a pace his ambition dictates, 
commended by his owner aa a wonder if 
he happens to walk fast, and sworn at 
and overdriven by everyone if he chances 
to be lazy and slow. The fast walker is 
often made so by teitiR pat with a mate 
while breaking which happened to be a 
quick, free mover, and no farmer or 
breeder can be too careful in seeing to it 
that 110 colt of his is ever either driven 
or led beside a slugirish, inactive partner. 
However lacking a horse may be in this 
most essential pace, he can be greatly 
improved by a little time and patience, 
and even effort should be made to per- 
fect him in the gait. 
The walking 


classes at our shows are generally sneered 
at, and but few of them are given, 
aud yet there is no performance that 
ought to receive more encouragement- 
In harness classes one rarely sees the 
contestants required to walk around the 
ring, and if this were done it would be 
found that many of them are deplorably 
slow; while of those tbat really progres- 
sed at a fair pace a gieat proportion 
would go at the aaible, the slow pace, or 
the miming walk. JJothing 13 more im- 
posing than the jaunty swing of a real 
flat-footed, bold-striding walker; and 
when a saddle-horse, class flies into the 
ring the animal that comes striding 
along flat footed, hind feet up under his 
girtb at every step, head nodding and 
neck swinging, in real walking fashion 
is a desparately Hard horse to target, 
and has his caw half won at that 
moment.—Hwss Fancier.

UTILIZATION OF SAWDUST. 


There has recently beeu invented in 


Moutreal, according to consular report, 
a machine for extracting the products of 
sawdust. The machine is for th« distilla- 
tion of sawdust, ami consials of two or 
more cylinders arranged one over the 
other, the center of each cylinder tjing 
made to revolve. Tha whole is then 
incased in an oven aud subjected to a 
strong heat, the gases geueratud being 
carried off by pipes to separate conden- 
sers making a division of the products 
directly from the machine. 
The dis- 


charge 13 so arranged that the speed can 
be changed iE the flres are not in proper 
condition. The capacity of the machine 
is about 2,000 pounds of wet sawdust 
per hour ; but by first drying the sawdust 
with the combustible gases (of which 
there is suflicient evolved to do heating) 
its capacity is more than double. Two 
to four horse-power is required to work 
the machine. In addition to the gases 
generated, these products are obtained 
from 1.000 pounds of sawdust, namely : 
Char, 160 pounds; acids, 180 pounds; 
water, 218 pounds; tar, 1G2 pounds. 
No 


record was kept of the gases, but a test 
was made ot them for heathing and 
illuminating. 
They are found to be 


superior to coal gas, excapt that they 
are unpleasantly pungent. 
This, how- 


ever, would not have been the case had 
the gases undergone a purifying process. 


While the acids, tar and char were the 


products sought, the gases are undoubt- 
edly of commercial value. Some 20 es- 
tablishments in Europe make oxalic 
acid out of sawdust. There are 6 in 
Germany, 12 in England, 1 in France 
and 1 in Belgium, The sawdustof some 
wood is better than that of others for 
this purpose. Yellow aud white pine, 
dried, contain 94 per cent, of oxalic acid; 
oak, 83 per cent. There is a large plan- 
ing mill in North Carolina where no fuel 
is used but sawdust. 
It is also employ- 


ed (mixed with melted rosin and pressed 
into squares) in making (ire lighters.

Ancient, iinrt modern records contain 


scattered references to the use of (logs in 
warfare, and in the Franco-Prussian war 
dogs were actually lo some extent em- 
ployed by both armies. Since that time 
both the French and German armies 
have experimented with dogs to be usid 
not only as messeiiRers to carry am- 
munition, but

sentinels and scouts. 


London is now enjoying an exhibition 


of dogs trained for war, the animals

army officer, Major iliiulouvilleliichard- 
sou.

is illustrated by a camp scene in which a 
dog not only scents or othej wise discoveia 
the ajipioach of the enemy, but leturus 
lo the camp wilhuut balking and gives 
the alarm. 


Other dogs are employed to deliver 


messages. Tins, to be sure, i.1 an adapta- 
tion ol the well-known everyday use of 
the dog, but in »ai it gru*s mure com- 
plicated by reasuu of the diuiculties of 
the country—a similitude ot which is 
exhibited in tbe gioves, hedges and 
thickets of Crystal Tdlace, where the 
dog show is being held, anil calls for the 
exeicise of almost human intelligence.

SAFETY FOR TELEPHONERS. 


Companies Musi Provide Suitable Lightning 


Conductor, 


An interesting and somewhat unique 


case, involving the use of 
lightning 


arresters on telephone Inn s, lias recently 
been decided by the Supreme Court of 
Vermont. 
A physician, while sitting in 


his library near a telephone instrument, 
was instantly killed by an eltctiic.il dis- 
ehiiige from the wire, ai,d the plaintiff 
contended that in not having provided a 
suitable apparatus or appliance to con- 
duct the lightning lo the earth, or at 
least out of the house, tlie telephone 
company WAS guilty of culpable neglig- 
ence. In the lower coin I, judgment was 
rendered in favor o£ the heirs of the 
physician, and the Supreme Court, to 
which the case was appealed, aflii-mcd 
the decision. 


it appears that th« fatal bolt struck 


one of the comr-auy'o poles about a 
quarter of a mile from tlie doctor's 
house, that it scattered and went into 
tbe ground by various routes, and Unit 
ouly a small fraction of the original 
clui]ge could have entered the residence. 
However, in the absence of proof that 
lightning had struck eisewhere in that 
neighborhood at the time.it appears to 
be established conclusively that the dis- 
charge from tue telephone wire, small as 
it waa, caused the trouble. The province 
of the jury, therefore, was to deteimine 
whether, if there existed devices for 
diverting or controlling the force of the 
lightning, the company was liable for 
not having employed one of practical 
value in the house of the phjsician.
